CAPTURED BRITONS 


MISSIONARIES ALIVE DESPITE 
END OF TIME LIMIT 


Peiping, May. 23. 


Messrs, Hayman and Bosshardt 
the British missionaries captured 
by bandits last October and threat- 
ened with death by May 9 unless 
a ransom of £70,800 was paid, 
were found alive on May 15 when 
a Chinese messenger located them 
at Sangchih in north-west Hunan.

BETTER OUTLOOK 
IN EUROPE 


_ No-one can have’ given a close 
reading to the summarics of 
Herr Hitler's speech in the 
Reichstag without feeling that 
it contained the most detailed 
statement of German foreign 
policy made since the Nazis came4 
into power. Indeed, it can be 
said that the response to the 
appeals for a definite contribu- 
tion towards the adjustment of 
the European situation was 
more specific than was generally 
anticipated. Although Germany 
still claims the right to ignore 
the military clauses of the Ver- 
sailles Treaty,. arguing that 
these clauses had already been 
made null and void by the failure 
of the other signatorics to dis- 
arm, she lays down a set of pro- 
posals for the future which 
ought, without” undue’ difficulty, 
to be made the basis of a com- 
prehensive understanding be- 
tween the nations of Europe. 
The excellent reception accorded 
to Hitler’s speech, especially in 
Britain, is a good augury for the 
fulure; it now remains for some 
definite step to be made to fol- 
low up the German gesture and 
attempt a real consolidation of 
the peace structure. One of the 
direct prospects is the likelihood 
of an Air Pact boing devised 
along the lines suggested in the 
recent Anglo-French communi- 
que. Germany’s apparent. will- 
ingness to join in such a plan, 


coupled with the possibility of” 


measures being taken to safe- 
guard civilian populations from 
indiscriminate attack, is most 
reassuring. The parity envis- 
nged is one markedly above the 
present British aerial] strength, 
a circumstance which makes it 
necessary for Britain to under- 
take a big programme of expan- 
‘si From one standpoint, it 


-| should be set so high, since a 


tremendous sum will need to be 
spent to bring the R.A.F, up to 
requirements, However, parity 
at a high figure is to be pre- 
ferred to no parity at all, with 
the nations of Europe engaged 
in a race for aerial superiority. 
For Britain, as"Mr. Baldwin-has 
been-at pains to point out, this 
expansion of the. Air Force is 
not merely a question of national 
defence; it is a question also of 
the ability of Britain. to dis- 
charge her obligations. Thus in 
building up a bigger and better 
equipped air arm, Britain is not 
only reinforcing national secu- 
rity, but collective security 28 
well.

Douglas labours under 8 heavy dis- 
advantage, for he “ejther is not an 
economist, and sa In unused to 
handling the. general concepts of 
cost and price, or he fs, in which 
case Major Douglas has denlt with 
him in advance.” The Major 
has taken the attitude that the 
entire staff! of the London School 
of . Economics, to say nothing: of 
other sents of learning, are in the 
pay of the bankers, the powers of 
finance, “and suborned to impress 
on the minds of the: young the 
sanctity of the present system,’ 
The New Statesman 1s not aeterred 
by the pre-judgment of all critics 
of the Douglas system. It. goes 
blithely ahead to give its viewpoint 
on the basia of actuatities, After 
alating the essence of the Social 
Credit argument and placing it in 
a. somewhat smaller compass than 
it occupies in. the Douglas text- 
pooks, The New Statcaman fails 
to see how the scheme of social 
dividends on purchases would help 
matters, Its real reuction to its 
atudies of the proposals is one of 
amazement, aud in this connection 
it says: 
* . * 


FRACTION FOR WAGES 


“First, what ia this chronic de- 
ficiency of purchasing power? 
Major Douglas is not merely talk- 
ing about cyclical fluctuations and 
the monetary disturbances under- 
lying them; his deficiency goes on 
and on and up and up continuously 
and cumulatively. At cach stage 
of production, he says, only n frac- 
tion of the costa incurred are dis- 
tributed in wages and salaries; the 
rest goes back to the producers of 
raw material or semi-manufac- 
turers, or in rent and interest. 
This is true enough, but what does 
it matter? Cost to the payer is 
income to the recipient,-whether it 
be paid ns wages or as rent; when 
all the factors of production have’ 
whether labour 
power, Jand or credit, their owners 
‘have at the uppropriate — stages 
drawn their incomes up to the total 
represented by the price. Provid- 
ed, there is not, as during the de- 
pression phase of a cycle, an 
accumulation of idle deposits, no 
deficiency arises during the pro- 
cess. One need only consider the 
fact that; necording to Major Doug- 
Ina, no deficiency would arise if a 
single producer carried through 
each process from start to finish, 
while the mere fact of the process 
being divided into stages must re- 
sult—even: if the-final. product. is 
sold at a lower price—in n de- 
ficiency of 50 per cent. or more, 
It is melancholy that so fantastic 
an argument should seriously. re- 
quire refuting.” 


NOT PERFECT 


The New Statesman does not 
argue that the present pricing sys- 
tem is perfect. On the contrary 
it admits the opposite, but it can- 
not see how a scheme of social 
dividends on purchase would help 
the matter. That scheme it des- 
cribes as “a roundabout and admin- 
istratively complicated form of in- 
flation; certain to cause the, same 
dislocating results as a direct 
watering of the currency.” The 
New Statesman admires the sin- 
cerity of Major Douglas; it pities 
his judgment. His is a character, 
it says, full of generous indigna- 
tion and of human sympathy and 
courage. It has done Major Doug- 
las the honour of giving close study 
to his reasonings and it has found 
them wanting, “It is hardly less 
than tragic,” it says, “that in his

“Of recent years modern: paycho- 

logists have Increasingly’ turned 
their attention to the significance 
of drenms, with result that they 
have found them ‘very algnificant 
indeed. -Particularly ,the paycho- 
analysts! 


"Lor psycha-analysts our mental 
life is Uke an iceberg, in the sense 
that the part of it that appeirs to 
view ja only a small part of the 
whole. What is more, it is not the 
part that really matters. We used 
to think that we could to some ex- 
tent control our thoughts and de- 
aires, and that we could, therefore, 
be called to account for what we 
thought and did. According to the 
modern theory of the unconscioua 
this is not true. 


The unconacious is conceived as 
a source of impulse and desires 
which are continuously striving to 
express themselves in conscious- 
ness. But in the interests of res- 
pectability the threshold of con- 
saciousneas ia: guarded by an official, 
the “Freudian Censor,” who refuses 
to allow the entry of any impulse 
or desire whose recognition would 
destroy our good opinion of our- 
selves, and whose indulgence would 
scandalise the neighbours. 


If the censor functions properly 
very tittle of our unconscious life 
“vets through” into consciousness, 
or rather it “gets through” so 
altered that “its own mother would 
Thus an unconscious 
desire to clope with one’s next- 
door neighbour's wife might ap- 
pear in consciousness asa sudden 
aversion from pickled cabbage. 


In-sleep the censor goes off duty, 
and the unconscious rises to the 
surface. Our dreams’ represent, 
then, all the, things that we uncon- 
sciously want, but do not in ordin- 
ary life permit, oprselves to know 
that we want. They represent, 
in fact our repressed wishes. 
Hence, as they actually occur our 
dreams are exceedingly digreput- 
able. 


We, however, do not realise this, 
since, when we wake up, the official 
gets to work again and proceeds ta 
censor our dreams as we remember 
them.

Freud's conception is very popu- 
lur. Most.of us like to think that 
we are gay dogs at heart, who could 
and would paint the town red Sf we 
only let ourselves go, but are 
normally prevented by the iron 
strength of our wills. This view, 
for which, ao far as I can see, there 
is little evidence, {s countenanced 
und confirmed by the Wreudian 
theory of dreams in two very grrati- 
fying particulars. - :

The trouble is that the en- 
thusiasm of Fretidians, rather than 
of Freud, has instated on, treating 
what has turned out to be a valu- 
able hypothesis" in-cortatn cnace-of 
mental disordor us a comprehensive 
‘picture of the human psychological 
interior. With crusading zeal they 
insist that Freud has found the 
Key to unlock all the mysterics of 
the interpretation of dreams, Not 
of sume dreams, mark you, but of 
all of them, sind, when it obviously 
does not apply, they perform mira- 
cles of ingenuity in conjecturing 
how it might be made to, and pro- 
ceed to supply the place of know- 
ledge by converting their con- 
jectures into dogmn. 


A more fruitful form of dream 
interpretation Is In my view ad- 
vaneed by Dunne in his celebrated 
book. “An Experiment with Time.” 
While Freud suggests our dreama 
represent what we want to be truc 
but {fan't, Dunne points out that 
they represent what isn’t true but 
will be. In other words, they fore- 
shadow the future. : 


Dunne discovered that from time 
to time his dreams came. true. 
The discavery has’ been made by 
others, but some rather sensational 
verifientions of Dunne’s dreams 
led him to devote special attention 
to the subject, and, in particular, 
to devise a technique for recording 
his dreams before they had faded 
from memory. His conclusion was 
that they consisted of | elements 
derived in various degrees from his 
past and’ present experience. 


The future must, then, Dunne 
sugyests, in some sense exist, and 
he proceeds to elaborate a theory 
of time in terms of which this 
existence of the future should be 
possi bie. 


The theory js dificult and 
technical, and it is by no means 
necessary to accept it In order to 
concede that dream experiences of 
the future do in fact occur, : 


Moreover, the ‘notion that the 
future already exiats has disturbing 
suggests, for 
example, that free-will 
sion, since, if the future already is, 
our apparent power to make St, 
within limits, what we please, must 
be IMlusory, The atates known as 
clairvoyant also apparently from 
time to time reveal what turns out 
to be the future, and I do not 
believe that we ¢an dismiss all the 
evidence from clairvoyance as due 
to trickery on the one hand and to 
dupery on the other. 


Nevertheless, I find it dificult to 
accept the view of the present 
existence of the future. * Questions 
relating to the nature of time 
obviously arise, but beyond knowing 
that time is very queer we know 
very little about it. 


Here, however, for what it is 
worth, is an alternative explanation 
which is slightly less disturbing in 
Its implications than the view that 
the future exists. William James 
is responsible for the suggestion 
that what we call the “present” is 
not an Instantaneous pinpoint of 
time, but has a definite duration. 
It is a saddie-back upon which we

‘IN- KOWLOON COURT 


The selzuro of 300 tacks of non. 
Government prepared opium, valued 
at $39,600, in five rult cases aboard 
the American Moll lincr  Presidént 
Hayes on the morning of Bay iW 
formed the ‘subject of charges eard 
by Mr, E.L, Wynne-Jones at the Kow- 
loon Magistracy yesterday afternoon, 


Tho defendants were Chan Kau, a 
coolle employed by the South Chinn 
Transport Company, and Yuen Kee, 
colic, charged with posscssion of tho 
opium, and Chan Ho-fuk, cabin bey 
aboard the Hiner, charged with export- 
ing prepared opium. 


Reveriue Officer A. W. Grimmitt 
conducted the prosecution. Mr, T. B. 
Wilson, General Agent, and Capt. W. 
H. Thomar, Port Captain of the 
American Mail and Dollar Steamship 
Line, were also present in. Court.’ 


It was mentioned by, Mr. Grimmltt 
that if the opium had been found in 
the United States the Dollar Line 
would have been fined G$127,000, 


Chan Kau and Yuen Kee, who ad- 
mitted possession, were fined the 
maximum penalty of $6,000 with tho 
alternative of one yenr's hard Inbour 
each. The cabin boy was discharged 
an there was no evidence against him.

Mr. Grimmitt «tated that on May 
10 the President Hnyesa arrived and 
berthed at the Kowloon Wharf, Sho’ 
was due to sail ot 8 am, the next 
tiny, Ench time these ships were in 
port, the Dollar Line placed -n special 
watehinaun to watch the luggage and 
should anything: suspicious arise he 
was ta call Captain Thomas. — Tho 
watchman on this occasion was Firdos 
Khan. Shortly before 7 a.m. he saw 
three coolies coming on board carry- 
ing five bags of luggage, two small 
and three large. Chan Kau and Yuen 
Kee were twe of the coolles and tho 
third, who Inter disappeared, handed 
a letter to the watchman saying that 
the luggage belanged to a Mr. Ander- 
von. The luggage appeared to be 
particularly heavy, and the watch- 
man xent for Captain Thomas who 
cut open one of the suitcases and 
found ting of opium. The Police 
were communicated with and the two 
coolies were arrested, P 

The cabin boy was seen in the pass- 
nge way with two suiteases and the 
prosecution thought che bags had been 
put into either enbin Lor 21 and 
taken out when the alarm was given. 

The cabin bay, in this ense, looked 
after cabins Nos. 31, 13, 16, 17, 19, 
22 and the Chief ‘Engineer's cabin. 
No passenger booked muy of the 
cabins in Shanghai or in Hongkong. 

Mr, Grimmitt went on te say that 
the Instigator of the crime wna oa 
man uamed Chan Muk whom they 
had been unable so trace. He em 
ployed the coolies to carry the opium 
on bonrd, 

Chan Kau was employed by the 
South China Transport Company and 
was not allowed lo work for any 
other firm. Both he and Yuen Kau, 
who was not employed by the South 
China Transport Company, were 
wenring the firm’s badges. It was 
easier for coolies wearing bona fide 
badges to hourd these vessels, 

Mr. Grimniitt agreed thut the ‘evi- 
dence nyminst the cabin boy was not 
very” atrong: The - prosecution hnd 
their own knowledge but that was 
not evidence in Court. 

Captnin Thomas, replying to che 
magistrate, said that the actions | of 
the énbin boy did not ‘arouse sus- 
picion and he bebaved normally, 

On passings sentence as stated 
above, the magistrate also ordered 
the destruction of the five suitenses 
and the confisention of the oplum 
seized, : 

The — magistrate congratulated 
Firdos Khan for what he did, and 
ndded, “I feel certain you will not be 
the loser by this.”

There was Capablanca, who became 
n world’s champion in the early 
twenties, and now there, is Samuel 
Reshevaky, who bent «Capablanca 
in-a- match..which excited the chess 
experts almost to veneration, who Ja 
only 23, and who ia almost certainly 
the new world champion. , 

He was born in © Potish villa £0, 
and watched his father, 1 quite in- 
different performer, play chess. At 
five yenrs of age, with no other in- 
struction, he beat many of - the 
principal Polish players. At eight 
years, ‘before he could read or write, 
¢ was in England, giving simultane- 
oun displays against our best players. 

Then he went to the United States, 
studied ultimately at Chicago Univer. 
sity to beepme a chartered account- 
ant, and played no chess at nil for 
eight years. When he was cstablish-

FINE—ON PAPER 


Fine and powerful craft they ap- 
pear’ on paper, but close examina- 
tion of the facts revenls that all 
are over age or on the 
verge of the age limit, that they 
have been refitted and “modernised” 
at enormous cost, but that the 
modernisation of the enpital ships 
of ‘other Powers haa cost twico a8 
much as we spend upot them. This 
must -be reflected in efficiency. 
Moreover, an old ship; however 


many times she returns to the dock- 


yards = for “modernisation,” can 
never hold its own fn the ultimate 
test with a modern ship. 


Only a capital ship can stand up 
to a capital ship. And here lies 
one of the grentest threats of the 
new German nival programme. 
are to have at least three 
pocket battleships — small 
pawerful ships with a phenomenal 
radius of action and a nigh #peed. 


Their specifications — suggest 
forcibly that they are expressly de- 
signed for attack upon trade—the 
most vulnerable spot of the British 
Empire, Being more than a match 
tor a cruiser, these ships would 
have to be hunted by capital ships 
with a greater speed than them- 
gelves-—in other words, a battle 
cruiser. 


Rut against these three modern 
pocket battleships we can muster 
only three battle cruisers, and two 
of those are obsolete. At a rough 
estimate it may be taken that at 
least three.more powerful ships are 
required, to hunt down and _ destroy 
a single enemy raider, for the 
problem of locating her is 80

The Admiralty had insistéd that 
every penny spent on the Naval 
Alr Arm should . appear in the 
Naval Extimates, and it was 
thought that its Increase and 
development would be the Admir- 
alty'’s concern, For instance, if 
the Admiralty were prepared to 
surrender a cruiser or destroyer 
flotilla for an aircraft carrier and 
no many squndrons of aeroplanes, 
they would be free to-do xo. 


However, as a safeguard it was 
valueless, and there is a strong 
ense for a thorough Inquiry into 
the present unsatisfactory state of 
affairs, As recently as Nov. 28, 
1934, Mr. Baldwin declared In the 
House of Commons that the Fleet 
Air Arm was an integral part of 
the Royal Air Force, and the Ad- 
miralty’s efforts to expand the 
Fleet Afr Arm have frequently 
been blocked by the Air Ministry. 

The American Army and Navy 
had to face exactly the same kind

OBSOLETE SHIPS 


I cannot give a better example 
of the handicap under which the 
Navy has suffered than’ the fact’ 
that the Air Ministry declined to) 
allow Naval petty-ollicers to qualify 
as pilots in the Fleet Air Arm, 
wthough ‘large numbers of non- 
commissioned officer pilots are 
employed in the Royal Air Force. 
This is an intolerable interference 


viee which proved its capacity to 
build up a splendid aly service be- 
fore 1918, and now should be left 
free to develop its own Air Service 
to mect increasing requirements, 

The Air Ministry will have plenty 
{fo do in organising the consider- 
able augmentation they need for 
their own affairs. ft would seem 
a good opportunity to relieve them 
of their share ‘of responsibility 
for the maintenance of the Fleet 
Air Arm. °* :

aware that it [s treading on delicate 
ground, It admits that any critic 
who seta out to anatémize Major 
Douglas labours under a heavy dix- 
advantage, for he “either is not an 
economist, and -so {5 unused to 
handling the géneral concepts of 
cost and price, or ho fs, in which 
ease Major Douglas bas dealt with 
him in advance.” The Major 
has taken the attitude that” the 
entire staf’ of the London School 
of Economics, to say nothing of 
other sents of learning, are. in the 
pay of the bankers, the powers of 
finanee, “and auborned to impress 
on the minds of the younw the 
xanctity of tho present system.” 
The New Statesman is not aerecred 
by the pre-judgment of all critics 
of the Douglas system. Tt xoes 
blithely ahead to give its viewpoint 
on the basis of actualities, After 
atnting the essence of the Social 
Credit aryument. and placing it in 
a somewhat smaller compass than 
it. occuples in the Douglas text- 
books, The New Stetcaman fails 
to see how the scheme of social 
dividends on purchases would help 
mutters, Its real reaction to its 
atudies of the proposals is one of 
amazement, and in this connection 
it says:

. THE STUFF OF 
-. DREAMS. 


By C. E. 


Of recent yeurd; modern psycho: 
logistas have fnerensingly turned 
their attention to the significance 
of dreams, with result that they” 
have found them very significant 
indeed. PartleulArly ,the psycho- 
analysts | ‘ 


For paychn-analysts our mental 
life Js Hke.an iceberg, in the sense 
that the part of it that appears to 
view is only a small part of the 
whole. What is more, it is not the 
part that really matters. We used 
to think that’ we could to some ex- 
tent control our thoughts and de- 
sires, nnd that we could, therefore, 
be called to account for what we 
thought and did. According to the 
mudern theory of thé unconscious 
this js not true. 


The unconscious is conceived as 
w source of impulse and desires 
which are continuously striving to 
express themaclves . in. conscious. 
ness. But In the interests of res- 
pectability the threshold of con- 
sciousness is guarded by an official, 
the “Freudian Censor,” who refuses 
to allow the entry of any impulse 
or desire whose recognition would 
destroy our good opinian of or- 
selves, and whose indulgence would 
seandalise the neighbours. 


If the censor functions properly 
very little of our unconscious life 
“pets through” into consciousness, 
or rather it: "gets through” so 
altered that “its own mother would 
not. know it." "Thus an unconsclows 
desire to elope with one’s next- 
door neighbour's wife might ap- 
pear in consciousness as a sudden 
aversion from piekled cabbage. 


In sleep the censor goes off duty, 
nnd the unconscious rises to ‘the 


‘surfave. Our dreams represent, 


then, all the things that we uncon- 
seiously want, but do not in ordin- 
ary life permit ourselves to know 
that we want, They represent, 
in) fnet our repressed wishes. 
Hence, as they actually occur our 
oan are exceedingly disreput- 
able. 


We, however, do not realise this, 
since, when we wake up, the official 
gets to work again and proceeds to 
censor our dreams as we remember 
them.

Freud's conception is very popu- 
lar. Most of us like to think that 
We are gay dogs at heart, who could 
and would paint the town red if we 
only let ourselves yo, but are 
normally prevented by the iron 
strength of our wills. This view, 
for which, so far as’l can see, there 
is little evidence, is countenanced 
ind confirmed by the *#reudian 
theory of dreams in two very grati- 
fving particulars. 


On the one band it assures’us of 
the primitive violence of our un- 
conscious passions, and on the other 
it compliments us on the iron self- 
control with which we normally 
keep them under. Thus it has 
comforted many worthy citizens, 
and brought them consolation for 
the dull respectability of their lives, 

[In this respect it is itself like a 
a dream, since it offers us an outlet 
into the fantastic world of Freud's 
imngination us an escape from the 
real world of fact. 


This is no to say that our dreams 
may not very frequently embody 
our unacknowledged wishes, and it 
is no doubt the ease that many of 
our unacknowledged wishes are. 
sexual—although we may hope

nothing like so many of ours as of 
our fathers. : 


The trouble is that the en- 
thusinsm of Freudians, rather than 
of Freud, has insisted on treating 
what has turned out to be a valu- 
able hypothesis jn certain cases of 
mental disorder as a comprehensive 
picture of the human psychological 
interior. With crusading zen] they 
insist that’ Freud has found the 
key to unlock all the mysteries of 
the interpretation of dreams, Not 
of some dreams, mark, you, but of 
all of them, and, when it obviously 
does not apply, they perform mira- 
cles of ingenuity in conjecturing: 
how it might be mnde to, and pro- 
ceed to supply the place af know- 
ledge by converting their con- 
jectures into dogma. 


A more fruitful form of dream 
interpretation is in my view ad- 
vanced by Dunne in his celebrated 
book, “An Experiment with Time.” 
While Freud suggests our dreams 
represent what we want to be true 
but isn't, Danne points out that 
they represent what isn’t true but 
wilh be. In other words, they fore- 
shadow the future, 


Dunne discovered that from time 
fo time his) dreams came true. 
The discovery ‘has been made by 
others, but some rather sensational 
verifications oof Dunne’s dreams 
led him to devote special attention 
to the subject, and, in particular, 
fo devise a technique for recording 
hin dreams before ‘they had faded 
from memory. His conclusion was 
that they ¢onsisted of elements 
derived in various degrees from his 
past and present experience. 


The future must, then, Dunne 
suggests, In some sense exist, and 
he proceeds to elaborate n theory 
of time in terma of which this 
existence of the future should be 
possible. : 


The theory is difflenlt and 
technical, and it is by no means 


Lnecessary to accept it in order to 


concede that dream experiences of 
the future do in fact occur, 


Morcover, the notion that the 
future already exists has disturbing 
implications. It suggests, for 
example, that free-will is a delu- 
sion, since, if the future already ta, 
our apparent power,_to make it 
within limits, what we please, must 
be {Husory. The states known as 
clairvoyant also apparently | from 
time to time reveal what turns out 
to. be the future,-and I do not 
believe that we can dismiss all the 
evidence from clairvoyance asx due 
to trickery on the one hand and to 
dupery on the other. r 


Nevertheless, I find it diMeult to 
accept the view of the present 
existence of the: future.~-Questions 
relating to the nature of time 
obviously arise, but beyond knowing 
that time is very queer we know 


very little about it. 


Here, however, for what it is 
warth, is an alternative explanation 
which is slightly less disturbing in 
its implications than the view that 
the future exists. William James 
is responsible for the suggestion 
that what we call the “present” is 
not:an instantaneous pinpoint of 
time, but has a definite duration. 
It is a saddle-back upon which we 
sit perched between the past and

CHINESE HEAVILY FINED 
IN KOWLOON COURT 


The selzuro of 3.300 tacks of non- 
Government’ proprired opiuns, valued 
ay $9,500, in flve eult cnsen aboard 
the American Mall liner — President 
dIayen on the morning of May 11, 
formed the subject of charges heard 
by Mr. BI. Wynne-Jones at the Kow- 
Joon Magilatracy yeuterday afternoon. 


The defendunts were Chan Kau, a 
coolie employed py the South Chinn 
Transport Company, and Yuen Kee, 
coolio, charged with possession of the 
ophun, and Chan Ho-fuk, cabin boy 


bnboard thé liner, charged with export- 


ing prepared oplum, 


Revenue Officer A. W. Grimmitt 
cunducted the prosecution. Mr, T. B 
Wilson, General Agent, and Capt. ¥ 
H. Thomas, Port Captain: of the 
American Mall and Dollar Stenrmship 
Line, were also present in Court, 


It was mentioned by Mr, Grimmitt 
that if the opium had been found in 
the United Statvs the Dollar Line 
would have been fined G$127,000, 


Chan Kau and Yuen Kee, who ad- 
mitted possession, were fined the 
maximum penalty of $5,000 with the 
alternative of one yenr's hard Inbour 
ench., The cnbin boy was discharged 
as there wns no evidence against him. 


The Discovery 


Mr, Grimmitt ‘stated that on May 
10 the President Hayes arrived and 
berthed at the Kowloon Wharf. She 
waa duc. to sall at 8 am, the next 
day, Kach time these shipr were in 
port, the Dollar Line placed a speciat 
watchman te watch the luggage and 
should anything euspictous arise he 
wns to call Captain Thomas. — The 
watchman on this occasion waa Firdos 
Khan, Shortly hefore 7 a.m. he saw 
{hree coolies: coming on board carry- 
ings five haga. of luggage, two small 
and three large, Chan Kanu and Yuen 
Kee were two of the coolics and tho 
third, who later disappeared, handed 
n lelter to the watchman saying that 
the luggage belonged ton Mr. Anider- 
ron.

21 and the Chief Engineer's cabin, 
No passenger booked ony of the 
cabins in Shanghai or in Hongkong. 

Mr. Grimmitt went on te eny that 
the instigator of the crime was. a 
man named Chan Muk whom they 
had been unable ‘o trace, He em- 
ployed the coolics to carry the opium 
on board. 

Chan, Kay was employed by the 


South Chinn Transport Company and 
was not allowed lo work -for any 
other firm. -Both he and Yuen Kau, 
who was net employed by the South 
Chinn Transport Company, were 
wearing the firm's badges. Tt was 
easier for coolies wenring bona fide 
badges to bonrd these vearels, 

Me. Grinmmitt agreed that the evi-
